EXECUTIVE ORDER DIVIDES CODES i

An executive order was signed today by the 
President upon recommendation of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace and Administrato: 
Hugh Johnson of the National Recovery Act, which will transfer certain codes of 
fabr competition heretofore placed under the jurisdiction of the Secretary of 
Agriculture by previous Executive order, 


The order of June 26, 1933, delegating to the Secretary of Agriculture 
certain powers unde® the National Industrial Recovery Act was amended by the new 
Executive order to keep under the jurisdiction of the Secretary of Agriculture 
only the codes for industries and trades wnicn directly affect farmers. 


Under Section 1 of the new Executive order, limited jurisdiction over 
Lie industries and trades which have already filed codes will be giver to the 
National Recovery Administration, subject to certain limitations. Tuese trades

these limitations provide that the functions and sowers transferred to 
the National Recovery Administration shall not, without the written approval of 
the Secretary, be exercised on the indjustries and trades above mentioned, 
through fixation or control of: 


(1) Prices in. connection with the purchase of agricultural commodities 
from producers and the subsequent sale or disposition by first processors of the 
first processed articles, 


(2) Brokerage fees involved in the Dt se cf agricultural commodities 
from producers and the subsequent sale or disposition by first processors of the 
first vrocessed articles. 


(3) Credits and finsncial charges with reference to agricultural products. 


(4) Commission rates in connection with the purchase of agricultural com 
modities from prcducerse and the subsequent sale or disposition by first processors 
of the first processed articles, 

(5) Pure cnasing arrangements with regard to agrioultmral cormiodities 
itaeiy oricinal form. 


(6) Marketing quotas in connection with the purchase of sae pened 
commodities from producers and the subsequent sales or disposition by first 
ocessors of the first processed articles. 

(7) Plant capacity and/or its allocation. 

Tne order states oe. the limitation is established in order that these 
industries may ve dealt with by the pes of Agriculture under Section 8 
of the Agrzcultural nee tment Act witho conflicting with the exercise of 
such functicns and newers by the Administrator of the National Recovery Act.

Section 2 o£ the Executive order covers industries, trades, and Haein 
subdivisions over which .he Secretary of Agriculture siall continue to exercis 
the jurisdiction delezated to nim by the earlier executive order. The eee 
does not specifically name the codes to be retained by the Secretafy of Agri~ 
culture but describes the character of the industries or trades affected ae 
follows
